Prudential Agents Ask Continued Aid of Labor 


dential Insurance Agents’ Local 55 
(Oakland), appeared before the Cen- 
tral Labor Council Monday and ap- 
pealed the continued support 
of organized labor for the striking 
agents. 

Fagot explained some of the back- 
ground leading up to the nation- 
wide strike which started on De- 
cember 1, 

He said that union dealings with 
the Prudential Insurance Company 
reminded him of the kind of tactics 
which anti-labor companies em- 
ployed 12 or 15 years ago. 

Prudential officials, he said, were 
willing to listen to union demands 
for months, but wouldn't give any- 
thing more than they, themselves, 
felt the agents should get. 

In this case they offered the un- 
ion a $3.11 increase to the agents’

A $1 a day wage increase plus a 
liberal health plan is in the offing 
for members of Plasterers Local 
112 following the signing of an 
agreement on December 10 between 
the union and the Contracting 
Plasterers Association of Alameda 
and Contra Costa Counties. 

This was revealed to East Bay 
Labor Journal by Lamar Childers, 
financial secretary of Local 112. 

The agreement was signed after 
months of patient negotiations but 
will not go into effect until it 1s 
approved by the Construction In- 
dustry Stabilization Commission. 


The wage increase will boost 
journeymen plasterers’ pay to $20 
for a 6-hour day. 

As for the health plan, it was the 
first one that the union has been 
able to get incorporated in one of 
its contracts. The plan covers union 
members and their dependents and 
calls for the employer to shoulder 
the cost of the plan by paying 65 
cents per day per member, 

A clause in the contract also per- 
mits employers to be covered by the 
same health plan if they so wish. 

Also agreed upon by the union 
and employers was the setting up 


union is asking for a guaranteed 
base wage of $55 per week. 


Fagot classified Prudential as 
being the second largest insurance 
company in the world and he 
startled council delegates when he 
told them that “every dime the 
company uses on _ propaganda 
against the agents is money owed 
you in dividends.” 

It was apparent from the ensuing 
hubblb that several of the delegates 
present were Prudential policy hold- 
ers. 


Ed Clancy, Newspaper Drivers 96, 
admitted that he held a policy with 
Prudential and offered a suggestion 
to the delegates. 

He proposed that all union mem-

WSB Readies 
New Formula 


OnHealthPlans 


More than 200 union officials and | 


employers who attended a Regional 
Wage Stabilization Board meeting 
in San Francisco last week learned 
that the WSB was about ready to 
approve and release a formula un- 
der which health and welfare plans 
would be pre-approved. 

Benjamin Aaron, public member 
of the WSB in Washington, D. C., 
explained that the new formula 
will permit health and welfare 
plans to become effective without 
prior approval of the board if the 
plans met certain standards laid 
down by the WSB. 

If the plans met these standards 
then it could go into effect one 
Month after being signed by the 


4}employer and the union. 


If, however, the health or welfare 
plan deviated from the formula, it 
would have to gét the approval of 
the board. 


Aaron pointed out that this 
doesn’t necessarily mean that the 
plans which deviate from the 


| formula will not be approved. 

On the contrary, he said, the WSB 
is only interested in making sure 
that the health and welfare plan 
is bona fide in intent and not just 


a disguise for a wage increase 
which would be inflationary in 
practice,

Trusting in the verbal generosity 
of employers apparently backfired 
early this month on members of 
Cemetery Workers and Greens At- 
tendants’ Union, Local 322. 


As a result of this misplaced 
faith, Local 322 members have been 
denied a wage raise in a ruling 
handed down by a Board of Arbi- 
tration. 

Tt all began this way: 

Early this year the union nego- 
tiated an agreement with the East 
Bay Interment Properties Associa- 
tion and Catholic Cemeteries of the 
East Bay. In this agreement the 
union permitted the insert of a 
clause which stated: 


“Tf, on or after July 1, 1951, there 
is a change in the policy of the 
Wage Stabilization Board, the 
parties will meet on the request of 
either to consider whether or not a 
change should be made in the wage 
j}rate in conformance with such 
| policy.” 

What followed was that the WSB 
did change its wage policy which 
gave the union the right to ask 
the employers for a review of their 
wages. 

The union asked for such a re- 
view and the employers agreed to 
meet with the union. However, the 
employers contended that the clause 
in question does not require them 
to grant a wage raise but merely 
states that they would consider

IRATE LADY TENANT FLAYS CITY COUNCIL IN LETTER 


We publish below a letter that 
was sent recently to the Oakland 
City Council by a long-time woman 
resident of this city. Her remarks 
we feel will be of interest to the 
labor movement. However, we have 
been forced to cut some portions of 
the letter due to space limitations. 

The letter follows: 

Members of the Oakland City 
Council: 

In acceding to the selfish de- 
mands of the Apartment * House 
Owners Association and the Real 
Estate Boards of this area, you have 
made the most complete sacrifice 
of justice that I have ever seen 
during a considerable number of 
years of living in many parts of 
this country. 

Twelve and one-half years ago 
my husband and I came to Oakland 
from Chicago, 

We have lived in the same apart- 
ment all those years, paying a com- 
paratively high rental from the be- 
ginning. We have taken the same 


care of this apartment that we 
would if it were our own property. 


During the war years, realizing | 


that it was almost impossible for 
the owner to redecorate, I washed 
every inch of the walls and wood- 
work by hand in order 
them clean, The original paint was 
not of the most durable quality and, 
after three or four washings, we 
painted the kitchen and bathroom 
at our own expense. 

Also, we have done many smaller 
things in the way of repair, some 
of them valuable additions to the 
apartment. 

We have no children, no pets. We 
are quiet, dignified, respectable and 
respected people, and most of the 


tenants here are of the same high | 


type. 


to keep | 


The present owner purchased this 
building a little more than a year 
ago. 

Last June, my husband and I de- 
cided that we could not continue 
to live in a place that needed re- 
decoration as badly as this apart- 
ment needed it and retain our self 
respect. 

There were seven major leaks 
where the rains had come through 
over a period of years, leaving 
peeled-off paint and large, unsightly 
spots. 

We asked the landlord to come in, 
pointed out the undeniable need for 
redecorating, and then told him 
that we would have the apartment 
painted if hs would assume the re- 
sponsibility of repairing the leaks 
and, in the event that rents were 


decontrolled, would not increase our 
rent for a reasonable length of time. 

To this he entirely agreed. 

We hired a painter, insisted that 
|good paint be used, and paid the 
bill in full. 

When rents were decontrolled, the 
landlord increased our rent $12.50 
per month! This is the fourth in- 
crease we have had on this apart- 
ment, totaling well over 50 per cent. 

At our own expense we have 
greatly increased the value of his 
property. Now the landlord says 
we can pay the increase or get out! 

Our story of gross injustice is 
only one of many in this building, 
and one of many hundreds through- 
out this area.... 

I could continue on and on with 


cases of inexcusable greed and in-! 


| justice but, instead, I shall tell you 
jthat there are 60 tenants in this 
building who are going to remem- 
ber at the voting booth the mem- 
| bers of our City Council who per- 
|petrated this situation, 

And in the East Bay there are 
{thousands of tenants who will re- 
|member! 


Was it vision and far-sightedness, 
++. and (immunity) to the pressure 
}exerted by the Apartment House 
| Owners Association, that motivated 
}the Oakland City Council’s vote to 
|de-control rents? Was it a sincere 
}desire on your part to do the 
| greatest good for the greatest num- 
| ber? I think not, 


| It is a frightening thing for 


| the people of Oakland to realize, as 
they now do, that the administra-

Both Councils 
Approve New

Central Labor Council delegates 
at their Monday meeting unani- 
mously approved the setting up of 
a new local political organization 
calling itself the Alanfeda County

The new political arm is modeled 
closely on the effective political or- 
ganization of the AFL in San Fran- 
cisco. 


However, no action will be taken 
to organize the new Voters League 
until unions affiliated with both 
local councils have given their ap- 
proval, 

SPEED ESSENTIAL 


Hope was expressed by CLC Sec- 
retary Robert S. Ash that most 
unions will approve the setting up 
of the new political organization by 
January 14. 


“We have to get this organization 
started soon,” he said, “if we are 
to be effective in the coming pri- 
maries and elections.” 

Details of the makeup of the new 
league will be presented to the mem- 
berships of the various affiliated 
unions as soon as possible. 

HOW LEAGUE IDEA BEGAN 

Plans for the establishment of the 


Alameda County Voters League— , 


AFL is the culmination of long 
months of toil by a 14-man commit- 
tee composed of delegates from the 
Central Labor and Building Trades 
Councils, The joint committee was 
appointed in May to investigate the 
advisability of reorganizing the po- 
litical arms of both councils, 

Committee members spent hours 
studying the different political or- 
ganizations of labor throughout the 
country. After considerable debate 
they decided that on the basis of 
successful operation the one to fol- 
low was the San Francisco model,

As Ed Clancy, Newspaper Driv 
ers 96, pointed out to delegates “the 
AFL in San Francisco through its 
political organization has been able 
to elect two labor representatives 
to the U. S. Congress plus a city 
government.”

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Shishkin Warns Americans fo |With 12 AFL Unions 
Start Preparing for V-P Day 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—During 1952 the American peo- 
ple, and particularly labor, must prepare for “V-P day,” the 
day of victory for peace, Boris Shishkin, AFL economist, de- 
clares in the December issue of the American Federationist, 


official magazine of the AFL. 


“A calamitous deflation and depression will be difficult to 
O—-————_—_—_ —— 


avert unless we provide, well in 


advance, the necessary means 
to sustain full employment and the 
full flow of purchasing power when 
defense spending stops,” he writes. 

“It will profit us little to win— 
by preventing aggression on the 
military front—if our unprepared- 
ness for peace leads us to a defeat 
on the economic front.” 


WHAT MUST BE DONE 


It is imperative, Shishkin points 
out, to make every possible pro- 
vision, consistent with the defense 
effort, to prevent deterioration in 
“the rate of growth and standards 
of welfare we have attained. Acute 
housing shortages must be wiped 
out. Social security standards must 
be raised to remedy the most glar- 
ing shortcomings of our system and 
to overcome the deterioration in 
standards resulting from deflation. 

A national health program to 
eliminate the greatest economic 
hazard confronting the great ma- 
jority of Americans must be made 
a@ reality. 

“These and other kinds of action 
to strengthen our economy are just 
as indispensable as military pre- 
paredness. They are the first line of 
defense against Communist aggres- 
sion. They are also the first line of 
defense against upheaval on the day 
when defense preparations are com- 
pleted and the threat of war is 
averted.” * 

SHARE SACRIFICES 

First and all-important part of 
the decision the people will have to 
make in 1952, Shishkin says, is to 


carry on the defense program and 
to accept the costs, hardships and 
sacrifices it entails. But they must 
make sure that these are equitably 
distributed. 


“People with small incomes and 
the average worker should not be 
expected to bear the brunt of eco- 
nomic dislocations. The worker will 
keep his belt tight if the country’s ! 
needs require that he does. But 
there should be no room for luxury 
housing when a worker’s family 
cannot get a decent place to live 
and scarcities prevent it from buy- 
ing essentials of living.” 


Keeping inflation in check is a 
closely related part of the detision 
listed by Shishkin in urging policies 
to prevent unnecessary business ex- 
pansion, a speculative rise in com- 
modity prices and real estate and 
increases in food prices. 


DON’T DROP CONTROLS 


“It should be remembered.” he 
stresses, “that one of the most 
deadly aims of Communism is to 
destroy our economic system. The 
temptation to let go of all irksome 
controls will be very great. 


“Especially heavy will be the 
pressure to let go in the first half 
of 1952. For the full brunt of infla- 
tionary pressure from increased de- 
fense and military expenditures will 
not be felt until the second half, 
when the funds previously author- 
ized and appropriated for defense 
will attain full flow in the form of 
actual payments.” 


Prepare Wage Cases Thoroughly 
For WSB, Unions Are Advised 


WASHINGTON (AFL News)— 
Local unions were advised to pre- 
pare their cases for wage increases 
thoroughly for presentation to the 
Wage Stabilization Board to hasten 
approval. 

George Brown, research director 
for the AFL Plumbers Union now 
heading the staff of AFL members 
of the national WSB, explained pro- 
cedures before WSB to the annual 
autumn meeting of directors of 
education and research for AFL 
unions. 

He said that much can be done 
at the local union level in prepar- 
ing cases for contract approval. He 
emphasized the importance of in- 
cluding all possible substantiating 
evidence for increases. 

Besides WSB and defense econ- 
omy problems, the education direc- 
tors discussed how best to help 
union members acquire an under- 
standing of and latest information 
about international relations, po- 
litical action and other problems.

Harrison Speaks Up 
For Non-Op Workers 
On U. S. Railroads 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Raii- 
roads are against the union shop 
for 1,000,000 non-operating employes 
only because rail management 
wants to sit “on both sides of the 
bargaining table,” George M. Harri- 
gon told a Presidential emergency 
board here recently. 


Harrison, president of the AFL 
Railway Clerks, is also special as- 
sistant to Defense Mobilizer Charles 
E. Wilson, labor’s top post in the 
mobilization program. He said 
there are 200,000 non-union work- 
ers among non-operating employes 
and that management counts on 
using 20 per cent of these “as a 
source of information” in dealing 
with unions. 


A SLAP AT “FREE RIDERS” 


Primary purpose of the union 
shop, Harrison said, “is to eliminate 
the free rider... who is enjoying 
benefits procured by the time and 
effort and at the expense of union 
employes. The morale of the em- 
ployes will eventually be improved 
if all employes participate in the 
bargaining process.” 

The Clerks union is among 17 
non-operating unions pressing the 
board to recommend a union shop 
provision requiring all non-members 
to join the union in 60 days. 

The union case is being presented 
through a joint committee headed 
by George E. Leighty, chairman of 
the Railway Labor Executive As- 
sociation. 

OPPOSITION VIEW 

Donald E. Richberg, who helped 
@raft the Railway Labor Act in 
1926 as counsel for the rail unions, 
appeared on the other side before 
the board. 

Speaking for 25 southeastern rail- 
roads, he said the railroads and the 
unions had no legal right to sign 
contrates for the union shop. He 
said the union shop would end 
“freedom of association.” 


Blindness Fails to Halt 
Bartender From Serving 


BAKERSFIELD, Calif. (LPA)— 
For many years Johnny Green was 
a popular bartender—today his fel- 
low unionists are patronizing the 
newsstand he operates in the lobby 
of City Hall. 

His sight began failing and a year 
ago he became blind. More than 500 
persons attended a benefit dance 
for Green during the early summer, 
but he wanted a job where he still 
could serve his friends. 

He was chosen for the newsstand 
by a committee which included the 
acting City Manager, a representa- 
tive of Kern County’s Committee 
for the Physically Handicapped and 
the chairman of Lions Blind Com- 
mittee.

On Power Projects 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Twelve 
AFL unions and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Interior’s Bureau of Recla- 
mation have negotiated an agree- 
ment covering 500 hourly emploves 
at government power projects and 
substations in Arizona. Nevada and 
California. 

The asreement, for one year, sets 
up working conditions, grievance 
procedure and machinery for estab- 
lishing wage rates. It is similar to 
a contract signed last year by the 
Bureau and unions representing em- 
ployes at Bonneville and Grand 
Coulee Dams in the Columbia River 
District of Washington State. 

The 12 unions signing the latest 
agreement are members of the Colo- 
rado River Power Trades Council. 
They include: Painters, Black- 
smiths, Boilermakers, Machinists, 
Electrical Workers, Hod Carriers, 
Operating Engineers, Plasterers, 
Plumbers, Teamsters, Carpenters 
and Iron Workers. 

Under Secretary of Interior Rich- 
ard L. Searles, who signed the 
agreement, pointed out that his de- 
partment had pioneered in negotiat- 
ing collective bargaining for govern- 
ment employes and had “proved 
conclusively that organized labor 
and units of government can co- 
operate together successfully.” 


F. Edwards Interviews

WASHINGTON (LPA) — Frank 
Edwards, radio commentator, flew 


Sunday, December 16, in an air 
evacuation plane to interview 
wounded Korean War veterans 


aboard the Military Air Transport

Annual Wage in New Contracts 


CHICAGO (LPA)—Six hundred delegates to the 8th con- 


vention of the Illinois Industrial Union 


ouncil-CIO voted to 


make the guaranteed annual wage “a standard provision in our 


collective bargaining contracts.’ 


Council President Joseph Germano said the CIO's battle for 


the wage guarantee would 
benefit millions of U. S. work- 
ers not members of CIO, just as 
the CIO’s fight for pensions and 
social insurance won these benefits 
for “hundreds of thousands of un- 
organized workers.” 

The annual wage was urged as a 
practical goal by President Walter 
Reuther of the Auto Workers and 
David J. McDonald, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Steel workers union, 
which is now negotiating with the 
steel industry for the wage guar- 
antee. 


MANAGEMBNT INCENTIVE 


The annual wage would be a big 
step toward full employment be- 
cause it would provide manage- 
ment with the “incentive ... to 
keep production going,” Reuther 
said. 

“As long as the worker has to 
pay for unemployment, manage- 
ment won’t be too excited about 
finding a way to keep production 
going.” 

Germano said the “annual wage 
in this country will keep out Com- 
munism once and forever. It will 
prevent a depression. It will make 
industry go out and seek business, 
once employers know they'll have 
to pay their employes whether they 
work or not.” 

It would also safeguard the free 
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enterprise system and eliminate the 
necessity for unemployment bene- 
fits in industries adopting it, he 
said. 
1952 ELECTION WARNING 


Reuther also warned the 1952 
Presidential election will be “the 
most important political fight in 
the history of the labor movement.” 
If the reactionaries win, he said, 
the “White House will be moved to 
Wall Street and Communism will 
progress here and in other parts of 
the world.” 


Germano said state Democratic 
leaders are ignoring CIO wishes in 
picking 1952 candidates. “It’s high 
time,’ ’he said, “that the Democratic 
party quit living on its past record 
and the Republican party clean up 
its house and give us some decent 
candidates we can support.” 

He reaffirmed the council’s sup- 
port for President Truman. 


TAFT CRITICIZED 


Allan S. Haywood, CIO executive 
vice-president, criticized Senator 
Robert A. Taft (R., Ohio), for his 
approval of segregation in the 
South and his slurs against the CIO. 
“Taft, instead of damning our 
unions as Communist-born, should 
| be proclaiming them as an Ameri- 
can savior,” he declared. 


Non-Strikers Punished for Daring 
To Show Respect for Picket Lines 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—An em- 
ployer has the right to punish non- 
striking employes who refuse to 
cross a picket line. So the U. S. 
Supreme Court ruled in effect re- 
cently when it refused to review a 
Circuit Court of Appeals decision. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board had sought a review. 


The Illinois Telephone Traffic 
Union went on strike in April 1947 
and picketed all offices of the Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Company, in- 
cluding Chicago headquarters. Eight 
supervisors in Chicago refused to 
cross the picket line. They were 
represented by the Chicago Tele- 
phone Traffic Union, but seven 
were members of the striking union. 

The company had warned them 
they would be demoted to operators 


unless they reported for duty at 
once, and did demote them when 
the strike ended after a month, 


The NLRB ordered the company 
to give all eight their former jobs, 
pay them the difference in wages, 
and restore all other benefits. The 
|company refused, the NLRB went 
to court and was reversed. The 
keourt held the eight were not en- 
titled to the protection of the Taft- 
Hartley act, because they had acted 
{not at the direction of their bar- 
gaining agent, but as individuals. 

In asking a Supreme Court re- 
| view, the NLRB said the court rul- 
ing “subjects to employer reprisal 
employes who, in traditional man- 
ner, lend their assistance to a strik- 
ing labor organization by refusing 
to cross its picket line.” 
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Unions, Women, 
Back Prudential 
Agents’ Strike 


NEWARK, N. J. (LPA)—A group 
in New York has formed a “League 
of Women Prudential Policyhold- 
ers” pledged to give all-out support 
to the strike of Prudential insur- 
ance agents, 


George L. Russ, president of the 
AFL Insurance Agents’ Interna- 
tional Union, also announced that 
William Green, AFL president, has 
instructed all organizers to assist 
the strikers “in any way you can.” 
Green said the union was compelled 
to strike. 


In Buffalo, N. Y., CIO members 
were urged to withhold premium 
payments, by unanimous vote of the 
CIO council. 


In Portland, Ore., Russell W. Har- 
rison, company district manager, 
said non-strikers have formed their 
own association which will not be 
affiliated with any labor organiza- 
tion. Harrison’s claim that local 
agents make as much as $10,000 a 
year was disputed by Lawrence 
Ullberg, local union representative, 
who said Harrison is the only man 
who makes that much. He said the 
agents must: pay all their own ex- 
penses, including auto, postage, li- 
censes, etc., leaving about $3300 per 
agent take-home pay. 

The strike was discussed at the 
Catholic conference on industrial 
problems at Portland by Rev. John 
L. Corrigan, of the University of 
Seattle, who declared that the Pru- 
dential agents “now recognize that 
their income depends on their 
ability to organize successfully.” 


Three Week Strike Ends 
‘Runaway’ Move by Boss 


TUCSON, Ariz. (LPA) — The 
Danzy Manufacturing Company 
will remain here, and the jobs of 
30 workers are saved, but it took 
a three-week strike to persuade 
management to drop the idea of 
moving out to escape union labor 
wages and conditions. 

After prolonged negotiations 
with the AFL International Ladies 
Garment Workers, the firing of 11 
workers, filing of unfair labor prac- 
tice charges, a shutdown and a 
strike, the owner: agreed to an 8% 
per cent wage boost for all, over- 
time for all Saturday work, four 
paid holidays, an annual paid vaca- 
tion, and improved working condi- 
tions.

$20,000,000 FOR 1 CENT 


Nine days before negotiations 
opened, Benjamin F. Fairless, head 
of U. S. Steel, had declared that the 
issue “is a matter which probably 
cannot be decided by collective bar- 
gaining and apparently will have to 
be decided in Washington.” 


He said “broad questions of pub- 
lic policy” were involved “which go 
far beyond the scope of collective 
bargaining, in these days of wage 
and price control.” 


Speaking at Wooster College, 
Ohio, recently, Fairless again said 
if wages go up, prices must go up. 
He has estimated that for every 
penny of wage increase, steel prices 
must go up $20,000,000. 

RAISE NOT INFLATIONARY 

The Office of Price Stabilization 
has made a secret study of steel, 
and a number of government 
economists interprét these figures 
to mean that a 40-cent wage hike 
is possible without a price boost. 

Some estimate that even today 
steel prices are higher than they 
ought to be. 

An article in the current issue of 
the New Republic asserts the Steel- 
workers are entitled to at least 15 
cents, that the industry can absorb 
that much without boosting prices, 
and that approval of such an in- 
crease “is fully justifiable within 
the prevailing anti-inflation policies 
of the Wage Stabilization Board.” 

The writer said this was an esti- 
mate made after discussions with 


© 
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outstanding economists both in and 
out of government, and is “a fair 
and just settlement.” Such an in- 
crease need not bring inflation, the 
article declared, adding that the in- 
dustry would have to grant 35 cents 
before it could ask for price relief. 


N. Y. Bartenders 
Win 5-Day Week 


NEW YORK (LPA)—Threat of a 
strike which might have halted the 
flow of holiday cheer was averted 
when 2200 AFL Bartenders ratified 
an agreement giving them a 5-day 
40-hour week. 


The two-year contract, covering 
950 neighborhood bars and grills, is 
retroactive to December 1 and does 
not include hotels, restaurants and 
night clubs. 


The bartenders will receive an* 
extra holiday each year, making a 
total of a minimum wage of 
$61.50, and a third week vacation 
after five years employment, union 
president Jack Townsend an- 
nounced. Other fringe benefits in- 
clude liberalized welfare provisions 
and severance pay.

Part-Time Jobs for Women Studied 


In 10-Ci 
n 10-City Survey By 
U. S. Gov 

Employers in the United States 
have done little more than tap the 
wide range of job skills and work 
experience that thousands of house- 
wives could use on a part-time basis 
in business and industry, according 
to the U. S. Labor Department's 
Women’s Bureau. 

The bureau, which published the 
findings of a 10-city survey on the 
part-time utilization of women 
workers, said that less than a third 
of the 3385 establishments visited 
used women regularly on part-time 
schedules, although all of them em- 
ployed women extensively as full- 
time workers. 

In the 1071 establishments em- 
ploying women on short workweeks, 
the part-timers accounted for a tenth 
of the total women employed and 
were filling 80 different occupations. 

The part-time workers were most 
numerous in department and other 
retail stores. Other chief employers, 
according to the survey, were hos- 
pitals, sanitariums and clinics; adult 
education agencies; eating and 
drinking places; and social agencies. 

Those workers interviewed by 
Women’s Bureau _ representatives 
stated that they had sought part-|

time jobs for one or more of three 


reasons: to supplement or increase 
income, to use their skills and abili- 


ties, to have outside interests. 
Women with special technical or 


professional training were most con- 
cerned to use their skills and abili- 
ties, particularly nurses, teachers, 
and ocial sworkers. Women whose 
children were grown or who had no 
children found that part-time work 
gave them new interests. The 
women workers themselves were 
enthusiastic about their part-time 
work and believed it offered few 
disadvantages. 

Over two-thirds of the employers 
interviewed definitely approved of 
the practice of employing part-time 
workers. Nearly a third were in 
favor of part-time workers but con- 
sidered them a mixed blessing. Only 
a very few employers found the 
practice entirely unsatisfactory. 

The report, entitled “Part-Time 
Jobs for Women,” is based on em- 
ployer and employe interviews in 
San Francisco, Denver, Dallas, Des 
Moines, Milwaukee, Richmond, Va., 
Syracuse, New York City, Provi- 
dence R. I., and Worcester, Mass. 


WSB Liberalizes Paid Holidays Plan 
For Firms Which Never Granted Them 


U. S. Gov't Release 


Employers may declare the day 
before Christmas or New Years as 
paid holidays even though they have 
not followed this custom in the past, 
according to Arthur M. Ross, chatr- 
man of the Regional Wage Stabili- 
zation Board. 

Permission to name the two Mon- 
days—December 24 and 31-—addi- 
tional days off with pay is granted 
in a National Board resolution 
which liberalizes the rules laid 
down in General Wage Regulation 
13, the “fringe benefit” order . 

Formerly, only employers who 
had an established practice of giv- 
ing their employes time off with 
pay on the days immediately pre- 
ceding the two holidays were al- 
lowed to do so in 1951,

The Watch Crystal Cutters and 
the Dial Refinishers will receive a 
9 cents per hour increase effective 
January 1, 1952. The 9 cents fizure 
may sound peculiar to you, however, 
the odd figure is due to the 10 per 
cent*increase allowed under the 
Wage Stabilizabion Board. 

The agreement will be signed for 
three years, with a provisio that the 
agreement can be opened each 
January to discuss any additional 
wage increass that the Wage Sta- 
bilization Board may allow at that 
time. 

The wages in the different Crvstal 
shops vary to some degree, but bv 
compiling all the figures together, 
we arrived at 9 cents so that each 
and every member of the union will 
receive the same amount of in- 
crease. 

Through a misunderstanding of 
the Watchmakers plan, it seems 
that some of our members have 
been charged the $1 office visit fee 
by Permanente. This is in error. 

The ones that we have knowledge 
of have been charged in the Perma- 
nente San Francisco office clinic. 

This is to advise each and every 
member that you will be reimbursed 
for the $1 because under our plan 
you are not to be charged the $1 
fee. Do not forget that you should 
not pay this $1 for either yourself 
or any dependent under the plan. 

If you have been charged a fee 
of $1 for an office visit, please com- 
municate with the union immedi- 
ately and we will take steps to have 
your money returned. 

Aside from this unfortunate error, 
everyone who has talked to us is 
satisfied with the service and the 
personnel of the Permanente or- 
ganization.

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AFL Auto Workers Urge Billion Dollar 
Grant For Federal Health Institute 


United Auto Workers Release 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.—Unanimous 
convention action of the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
AFL, calling upon Congress to es- 
tablish a Federal Health Institute 
has provoked considerable discus- 
sion in labor and medical circles. 


Purpose of the Institute would be 
to eradicate such perennial killers 
as cancer, heart disease, and polio- 
myelitis. An initial grant of $1,000,- 
000,000 was asked to properly staff 
and equip the finest possible labora- 
tories and research buildings. 

In discussion on the convention 
floor, UAW-AFL members ex- 
pressed puzzlement as to the seem- 
ing indifference of legislators to- 
ward this most basic of national 
problems. 

It was pointed out that with mili- 
tary and foreign aid expenditures 
running into the tens of billions of 
dollars, certainly some compara- 
tively small amount might be de- 


voted toward federal medical re- 
search designed to stamp out those 
dread diseases which exact such a 
heavy toll. 


Part of the text of the UAW-AFL 
resolution follows: 

“It is recommended that this 
UAW-AFL Ninth National Conven- 
tion call upon Congress to enac 
national legislation providing for 
the creation of a Federal Health 
Institute to be devoted solely and 
exclusively to the eradication of 
such diseases as cancer, heart dis- 
ease, polio, and tuberculosis, 

“It is further recommended that 
this Federal Health Institute be 
given an initial grant of $1,000,000,- 
000 so that it might staff and equip 
the necessary laboratories and ex- 
perimental buildings. 

“In addition to the initial grant, 
a sufficient amount should be pro- 
vided annually for adequate mainte- 
nance and development.”

SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 


The consequences will be serious, 
declared Secretary of Labor Tobin, 
urging counsel to “explore all ave- 
nues available to secure considera- 
tion of this important matter by the 
Supreme Court.” 


The lower court ruled the gOv- 
ernment must bring suit within two 
years from the date of suspected 
violation instead of from the date 
the department completes its in- 
vestigation. . 


The Labor Department pointed 
out that one of the most serious 
effects of the ruling would be to 
force the department to bring to 
court hundreds of employers who 
had agreed to negotiate for “ami- 
cable settlements.” 

U. S. STANDS TO LOSE 


In one case an employer was sued 
for $1990 for illegal employment of 
minors and in another for $6796 for 
violations of child labor and over- 
time requirements of the act. The 
decision standing bars collection of 
these fines and those of 53 other 
employers.

The “tremendous increase” of em- 
ployers under contract to produce 
goods for the government since 
outbreak of the Korean conflict 
greatly aggravates the problem of 
enforcement, the department said.

Under its prior system of negotia- 
tion, of 1687 cases only 46 went to 
administrative hearing and only 25

LABOR SUPPORTED ACT 


Both the AFL and CIO have 
strongly supported the Walsh-Healy 
Act and its strict enforcement. 

When the 80th Congress estab- 
lished the two-year limit under the 
portal-to-portal law, it was warned 
that wages and hours cases would 
be undermined. Now that warning 
‘is coming home to roost,” com- 
mented John Edelman, Washington 
representative of the CIO Textile 
Workers, 


He called enforcement impossible 
under the statute of limitations and 
cited lack of appropriations—with 
a shortage of inspectors—and long, 
drawn-out proceedings as virtually 
nullifying labor news. 

Labor, he said, faces a clear-cut 
fight in Congress to obtain suffi- 


cient funds to put teeth into regula- 
tions.

The teachers with tenure contend 
that signing the contracts would 
prevent them from bargaining col- 
lectively on wages and conditions, | 
and that after their three-year pro- 
bationary period they are not sub- 
ject to year-to-year employment, 

They have won a temporary re- 
straining order, the court’ finding 
that “a school board in cities of the 
first class cannot compel tenure 
teachers to sign a contract.” Now 
the teachers are seeking a perma- 
nent order. 

Judge Harold Rogers, who is con- 
sidering briefs filed by both sides, 
asked the school board’s attorney: 
“Didn't they stop making contracts 
when they cut salaries?” 

This recalled the $1,000,000 endow- 
ment made to the Minneapolis 
school system by teachers who 
failed to receive salaries of that 
amount they earned during the 
depression.

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Building Trades Pay 
Goes Up 10-25 Cents 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Union 
hourly scale of construction trades 
workers went up from 10 to 25 
cents between July 1, 1950, and 
July 1, 1951, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported this month. The 
increase affected 885,000 unioniszed 
workers in 77 cities surveyed by 
BLS. 

Increases for electricians aver- 
aged 19 cents; for tile roofers and 
tile layers, 18 cents; for plasterers’ 
labors, 18 cents. 

As of July 1/ 1951, hourly scales 
for journeymen in the building 
trades ranged from $2.34 for glaziers 
to $2.95 for bricklayers. 

Average hourly rate for all build- 
ing trades was $2.42, running from 
$1.50 for building laborers to $2.95 | 
for bricklayers. 

Low for carpenters, for example, 
was $1.82; high was $3.25; for brick- 
layers’ tenders, 95 cents and $2.45; 
building laborers, from 88 cents to 
$2.34; painters, from $1.50 to $3.25.

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OPS Disputes Steel Over Question: 
Must Prices Rise If Wages Go Up? 


PITTSBURGH (LPA)—As con- 
tract negotiations between U. 8. 
Steel and the CIO Steelworkers 
opened here, price control officials 
in Washington contradicted steel 
industry claims that any wage in- 
crease must mean a price increase. 

Michael V. DiSalle, head of the 
Office of Price Stabilization, said 
the industry could absorb some part 
of the higher wages asked, but he 
would not set a figure. 

Other OPS officials said that a 
spot survey of steel costs and 
profits indicates the industry could 
raise wages as much as 15 cents 
without having to boost prices, 

The union has announced it wants 
a “substantial” increase, far beyond 
the 4% cents allowable under the 
Wage Stabilization formula. But 
long before contract talks began, 
industry spokesmen were announc- 
ing that any wage boost would have 
to bring price boosts. Benjamin 


Fairless, head of U. S. Steel, has 
said any wage boost would make 
price boosts “inevitable.” 

He has also said that any pay 
boosts would add to inflation and 
bring no lasting benefits to steel 
workers. 

The current negotiations are in 
basic steel, not fabricating plants, 
and directly affect about 650,000 
workers. 

Negotiations began with U. S&S. 
Steel with Philip Murray, Steel- 
workers’ and CIO president, speak- 
ing for the union, and John A. 
Stephens, a U. S. Steel vice-presi- 
dent, for the corporation. Murray’s 
committee has about 50 members, 
the company’s about 40. Following 
previous patterns, the union details 
its proposals before the company 
presents its case. 

The union is free to strike Janu- 
ary 1 if no agreement is reached 
by that time.

“A Philosophy of Labor” is the title of a book by Professor 
Frank Tannenbaum of Columbia University which has stirred 
some discussion. 


Michael Harrington in the Catholic Worket magazine criti- 
cizes Tannenbaum for being unduly optimistic about unionism 
meeting some of the challenges it now faces. Says Harrington: 


“Professor Tannenbaum recognizes the danger in the Ameri- 
can labor movement—of the complete domination of the national 
and international over the local, of the ‘third force’ of unionism, 
the anonymous ubiquitous power every bit as monstrous as the 
corporation. But Professor Tannenbaum is not frightened 
enough. He calls for a vital democracy on the part of the local, 
of security provisions functioning on the lowest, simplest levels 
—~and lets it go at that.” 


But, contends Harrington, “no centralism will ever turn its 
power back to the units, unless there is a vital recognized anti- 
centralist force within it. Is there such a force in American trade 
unionism? How can we help to create it?” 

Theoretically, at least, the central labor councils, or central 
labor unions, as some communities call them, provide such a 
“vital recognized anti-centralist force.” 


The Central Labor Councils are supposed to provide this in 
an automatic or spontaneous way. That is, local unions of 
various internationals, banded together to face problems 
unitedly within a community, develop the habit of studying 
situations as they arise, and making collective decisions to meet 
these situations. 


In the course of time, each union in such local federations 
for united action discusses with its international the reasons 
which impelled it to go along with the decision made in the 
community. Thus there is an interplay of information and dis- 
cussion which prevents the international from becoming exces- 
sively centralist, and the locals from becoming excessively 
parochial or provincial in outlook. 

Such is the theory. How well it works out in practice varies 
from community to community, from local to local, from inter- 
national to international. 

Both Harrington and Tannenbaum, however, are concerned 
with the total situation. Is American labor as a whole showing 
a balance between centralizing and decentralizing forces? 

That is a question in which we hope not only Tannenbaum 
and Harrington are interested. We'd like to believe that a large 
proportion of the officers and members of our trade unions are 
interested in it. 

Further, we'd like to believe that our labor people are inter- 
ested in the whole subject indicated by the title of Tannen- 
baum’s book: the philosophy of labor!

member,
